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CHAPTER I. 


General. 

The Buncli State is included in the charge of the Political Agent Haraoti 
andTonk stationed at Deoli. Its area is 2220 square miles and the population 
according to the census taken in the year 1901 is 1,71,227 (Males 88731 and 
Females 82496). 

2. The ruler of the State is His Highness Maharao Raja Sir Raghubir 
Singhji Sahib Bahadur G. c 1. E , k. c. s. i., who was born in the year 1869. 
His Highness who is by caste a Hara Rajput, a sept of the great Chowhan 
race, has seven Ranis four of the Rathore, two of the Bhati, and one of the 
Solanki clan of Rajputs. 

3. His Highness has one natural son named Kanwar Bhawani Singhji 
Sahib born on the 21st April 1909. 

Gross Revenue. 

4 The gross revenue of the State, based on an average of the past five 
years, shown below, is rupees 7 99,707 or in round number Rupees Eight Lacs 
local currency, which if converted into Kaldar at the rate of 115 Bundi coin 
equal to 100 Haidar, is equivalent to 6,95,397 or (6,95,500) Government coin. 

5. The rate of exchange being always subject to fluctuation, it is difficult 

to arrive at a correct estimate of the gross revenue in Kaldar or Government 
currency.

Bahadur was heavily shocked and felt the loss very keenly, and as a mark 
of respect and tribute to His Most Gracious Majesty all State and public Offices 
and the Bazai were closed and all business and rejoicings were suspended for 
3 days and all other mourning ceremonies were observed and 1 0 1 minute l guns 
were fired from the Foit. Similav ceiemonies of mourning were also observed 
at Enin wan -on account of His Highness the Durbar Sahib Bahadur’s being 
there at that time Qn the 20th May, the funeral day of His Majesty, 68 
minute guns were fired and shops and all public offioes were closed and all 
rejoicings suspended on that day both at Bundi and Nainwan.

19. The relations between the Darbar and the Supereme Government 
have been of the same cordial and friendly nature as ever, and the Darbar 
acknowledge with great gratitude the 'asisstance and advice received at the 
hands of the Government and its officers. 


' 20 During the year under report the Honorable Colonel A. F.-Pinhey 

,C..I. E., officiated as Agent Governor General till the 17th November 1909 
\yhgn the charge of that high office was taken by the permanent incumbent 
the Honorable Mr. E. G. Colvin C S. I., on his return from furlough, who 
continues to hold charge of that high office. 


21 Major A. B. Drummond held the post of the Political Agent 
Haraoti & Took throughout" the whole year except for a small period when 
in his absence on leave Major D. Y. Condou I. M. S. Agency SurgeoD officiated 
in addition to his own duties. 


22 All these officers evinced deep interest in the welfare of the Statp 
and did all in their power to help it, for which the State tenders its most 
'grateful thanks to them. 

High Officials. 

23 The names of the high officers as also the changes effected in the 
personnel during the year under report are embodied in Appendix I herewith 
enclosed. 

CHAPTER II. 

Revenue. 

24 In addition to his own duties as Revenue & Finance Member, Babu 
Raudhir Singbji B. A. is supervising this Department in a satisfactory manner. 


25 For administrative purposes the State has been divided into 5 Nizamata, 
each presided over by an officer called Nazim who is assisted in the discharge 
-of his duties by a Naib Nazim and other clerical staff. This new arrangement 
effected in Sanrvat 1964 seems to be working well. 

26 During the year under report there has been no land revenue 
•\ettlement: the rates of assessment fixed in 1878 remain unchanged. 


27 With a view to extending cultivation and bringing the cutlurable 
•waste land under cultivation, concessions were granted and special officials 
deputed to make a tour in the different Nizamats and explain to the cultivators 
on the spot the concessions granted to them and thus encourage them to extend 
cultivation by all means in their power. This measure has had good effect, 
as besides cultivation being extended huge area of land of culturable waste land 
was also brought under cultivation, bringing in increased revenue to the State 
.as will appear from the following statement: —

CHAPTER III. 


'Legislation. 

28 The State has its own codifications for the guidance of its judiciary, 
based on Hindu Dharma Shasfcras, customs of the country and the general 
spirits of the codes in force in British India. 

29 Appendix II showing laws in force in the State is attached herewith. 

30 With a view to preventing the spread of sedition and disloyalty to 
the Paramount Power and the use of explosives for seditious purposes in the 
Bundi .State, nof ices weie bsued f-uictly warning all the subjects, officials, 
etc against such .practices and eujoinig upon them the duty of arresting any 
dangerous or suspected person or parsons found to be -entering the State. 
Fortunately there has not been noticed a single case of any tlisaff. ction or 
disloyalty to the Government in the Bundi State nor is there any likelihood 
of occurrence of such case in future. 
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Military Force. 

31 Appendix III attached herewith shows the military force of the State 
maintained during the year under repO't. There have been no variations in the 
number of the foices maintained during this year as compared with that of the 
previous year Sam. vat 1965

34 The Infantry are armed with smooth-bore muzzle loading muskets and 
bayonets the Cavalry with smooth- bore muzzle loading Carbines, Swords and 
Lances and the Artillery men with Swords. 

Police. 

35 Wazir Mohammed continued to hold office of the Police Superintendent 
throughout the year. 

The Police are divided into 2 main bodies, the City Police and the- 
District Police, and their functions are the same as they were last year. 


38 The City Police keeps a watch over bad characters and maintains order 
in the city, while the District Police which is composed of 14 Thanas is responsible 
for guarding communications, affording protection to travellers and keeping peace 
and order in the mofussil. " — 

37 Appendix IV showing Strength, cost of discipline and education of the 
District and the City Police maintained by the State during the ;year under 
report, is herewith attached. 

38 The ratio of the Police to area and population of the State comes- to 
one policeman for 3'90 square miles and for 307-96 persons.

43 With a view to saving time, trouble and <>xp>as*s to the people 
His Highness has been pleased to order the abolition of the Appellate Court 
from the beginnig of the year under report and the transfer of its powers 
and jurisdiction to the Judicial Branch of the Council.

46 No particular difficulty was experienced in the matter of extradition 
for want of reciprocity on the part of any State. 
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Prisons. 

47 There is on]y one Central Jail at Bundi capable of bolding 149 
persons at the rate of 6 48 cubic feet for each man. It contains two separate 
wards, one for males and the other for females. 

48 The Jail building is commodious and well ventilated and stands in a> 
healthy locality on the southern, outskirts of the capital. 

49 Its management is. conducted under the supervision of the Foreign 
Member of Council, 

50 The health & character of the- prisoners remained satisfactory 
throughout the year. 


51 There has been no mortality among the Jail population nor has 
there been any complaint oh ill treatment or transgression of’ Jail rules on 
insubordination. 

52 Appendix XIII showing information with regard to piisoners in the- 
Jail and Kotwali lock-up is herewith attached. 

53 The number of persons treated in the Hospital attached to> the 
Jail and Kotwali is shown in Appendix XXIII attached hei’ewith. 

54 The- Jail was inspected by Major De-Vere- Condon. B. A., M: D. 
Agency Surgeon, Haraoti & Tonic on the 5th Deceber 1909, who expressed 
satisfaction with the discipline sanitation and general management of the- 
institution. 

Registration. 

55 Appendix XIV and XV attached herewith will show the number 
of documents registered and the revenue realized under this head durmg the 
year under report. 

Municipality. 

56 The sanitation of the town has been looked after in the usual manner 
byLala Sunder Lai official in charge of sanitation and the expenditure ineurred 
on and the revenue derived under this head has been shown in Appendix XVI 
herewith attached. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Rainfall, weather & Crops. 

57 The monsoon of Samvat 19G Z broke in time in the 1st week of july 1909 
and was of normal strength. The rainfall registered at the capital throughout the 
year amounted to 29 inches and S9 cents. The rainfall being good, timely and 
well distributed both the K.harif & Rabi crops yielded a very good outturn at 
every inch in the State. 

58 Thus Samvat 1966 may be fairly said to have been a good year, 
bringing as it did, an increase of Us- 9t>, 483 iD the revenue of State as is 
evident from the financial Statement XXII herewith attached.

59 With the good outturn of the Rabi & Kharif crops the prices of 
food grains naturally went down and continued to show tendency to fall 
throughout the year. 

60 Appendix XVIII showing prices of food grains is herewith attached. 

Wages and Labour. 

61 During the year under report the labour market has been stationary 
and though there has been no appreciable change in the rates of wages they 
exhibited tendency to rise. The labour is getting scarcer day by day and 
difficult to obtain.
